Wells NHS Trust when two outbreaks 
of Clostridium difficile led to the death 
of at least 90 patients. 

Ms Gibb had attempted to sue the 
trust for breach of contract after it 
refused to pay her the full £250,000 
she had been offered to resign. 

But in April the judge at the High 
Court, Mr Justice Treacy, dismissed 
her claims and refused her permission 
to appeal the ruling. 

After pursuing further legal advice, 
Ms Gibb’s union, Managers in 
Partnership (MiP), confirmed on 


Wednesday last week that the Court 
of Appeal has granted her right to 
appeal the judgment. The appeal will 
be held in February next year. 

However, the court has decided to 
only consider whether the NHS trust 
had the power to agree the £250,000 
payment, it will not consider any 
other grounds, such as the assurances 
she was given by her former employer. 

Lawyers for Ms Gibb will ask the 
Court of Appeal at a hearing on 
November 13 to admit the other 
grounds of appeal. 

MiP chief executive Jon Restell said: 
“We will now wait to see what 
happens in the next round of legal

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River quality 
results better, 
say experts

THE stretch of the River 
Medway running through 
Maidstone is not as badly 
polluted as feared. 

Experts had predicted the Medway 
would remain in a poor state for the 
next six years. 

Results released by the 
Environment Agency (EA) last year 
labelled the ecological quality of the 
section of the river that flows 
through the county town as bad, and 
stated that it would stay in that con¬ 
dition until at least 2015. 

But a study released this week by 
the environmental watchdog show 
that the river’s ecological potential is 
now at a ‘moderate’ standard. 

The EA put the Medway’s 
improved results down to gathering 
more data, which has led to better 
quality assessments, plus it has 
included extra improvements. 

The results are part of the agency’s 
River Basin Management Plans, 
which outline its proposals to 
improve and protect the country’s 
water environment. 

For the plans the agency predicts 
what a river’s standard will be in 
2015. The River Medway, which falls 
under the Thames River Basin, 
remains moderate, but it is likely its 
rating will increase by 2027. 

A spokesman for EA said: “It (the 
River Medway) suffers from phos¬ 
phate pollution, which is affecting 
the invertebrates - an important 
part of the food chain for fish and 
other wildlife. 

“However, it’s also heavily modified 
for flood protection and for naviga¬ 
tion. Technically, it isn’t feasible to 
mitigate all the impacts of these 
modifications by 2015.”

Other improvements to the town 
centre river include a new fish pass 
at Allington Lock - where the lock 
gates are being replaced. 

The report for rivers in England 
and Wales shows that only five of the 
6,000 rivers surveyed are classified 
as pristine, but the agency maintains 
that the country’s waters are improv¬ 
ing and wildlife is returning. 

In a statement, EA chief executive 
Paul Leinster said: “Our rivers are at 
their cleanest for over a century, 
which is why we are seeing the 
return of otters, eels and salmon to 
the Thames, Mersey and Tyne. 

‘We need to go further to meet the 
new EU measures for water quality. 
That is why we have announced 
plans to clean up 9,000 miles of river 
over the next five years.” 

The River Basin Management 
Plans, once approved, will be pub¬ 
lished on December 22.

sixth form this year, but the money 
was taken away by the Learning and 
Skills Council in June. 

However, it has now been returned 
following a meeting set up by Greg 
Clark, the Conservative MP for 
Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “I hope successful schools 
will not be penalised again.”

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Pram push highlights

TORY hopeful Helen Grant pushed 
a pram from Maidstone to Pembury 
on Sunday to draw attention to the 
dangers of moving maternity serv¬ 
ices from the county town. 

She completed the 17-mile trek from 
Maidstone Hospital to the site of Pembury 
Hospital - where the consultant-led maternity 
unit will be moved to in 2011. 

Mrs Grant, the prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Maidstone and Weald, launched 
the protest to highlight the risks mothers could 
face if they have to travel that extra distance 
while in labour. 

Dozens of supporters joined former BBC 
South East Today presenter Geoff Clark at 
Maidstone Hospital to see Mrs Grant off, short¬ 
ly after 9am on Sunday. 

Wellwishers included Maidstone council 
leader Chris Garland; cabinet member for 
leisure and culture Brian Moss; Maidstone 
rural east county councillor Jenny Whittle, and 
Mrs Grant’s parliamentary rival, Liberal 
Democrat Peter Carroll. 

Before the push got under way, Cllr Garland 
said: “The council supports this campaign. 
Maidstone has a population of 148,000 and to 
move its consultant-led maternity unit to 
Pembury is foolish.” 

Before the walk a convoy of lorries - all mem¬ 
bers of Marden Business Forum - drove past 
the hospital and sounded their horns in sup¬ 
port. A road sweeper, supplied by Scarab 
Sweepers, stayed with Mrs Grant throughout 


the entire route. 

Mrs Grant walked through Wateringbury, 
Nettlestead Green, East Peckham, Paddock 
Wood and Matfield, before arriving at Pembury 
Hospital at 2.50pm. 

After completing the route, she told 
Yourmaidstone: “I have stiff legs, sore feet and a 
few blisters, but that’s nothing compared with 
the stress, pain and potential threats that will be 
endured by Maidstone mums having to travel 
this journey while in a dangerous stage of labour. 

“I hope the pram push has served to highlight 
the issue and raise awareness. We must contin¬ 


ue to apply pressure and seek a review of the 
decision by the Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust.” 

Mrs Grant was also collecting signatures for 
a petition against the move she plans to send to 
Health Secretary Andy Burnham. 

Despite the backlash, Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust intend to go ahead 
with the move, saying it will considerably 
improve the standards of care for women and 
children. 

Under the proposal, Maidstone will only have 
a midwifery birthing unit from 2011.

Thousands sign up 
to Lib Dem petition 

MORE than 2,000 people have joined an 
online petition against relocating 
Maidstone’s consultant-led maternity unit. 

The Keep Full Maternity in Maidstone 
group on social networking site Facebook 
was set up by Liberal Democrat parliamen¬ 
tary hopeful Peter Carroll. 

Mr Carroll launched the campaign to 
block Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s plans to move the unit to the new 
Pembury Hospital in 2011. At the time of 
writing 2,289 had joined the group. 

Mr Carroll said: “As well as the large 
numbers joining to show support, many 
people have actually posted stories of their 
own experiences of maternity services. 

“Some postings are upsetting and trau¬ 
matic. These have made me even more 
determined to win this campaign.” 

Dangerous 

A mum wrote: “I had all my children at 
Maidstone and in 2001 had a low-risk delivery 
which turned dramatically and resulted in the 
death of my baby during the final stages of 
labour and me losing three pints of blood. 

“Anything can happen and you need a 
specialist team ... to remove that is down¬ 
right dangerous. They couldn’t save my lit¬ 
tle one, but they saved me. I really hope 
they rethink this proposal.” 

Mr Carroll and his team have delivered 
more than 18,000 petition forms to house¬ 
holds across Maidstone and another 8,000 
are expected to be delivered this week.

preliminaries in November.” 

Court papers used in Ms Gibb’s 
High Court case against the trust 
showed she had originally aimed 
for a severance package of 
£300,000, which was then reduced 
to £250,000. 

At the time of the scandal, Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson stopped 
the trust giving Ms Gibb the six- 
figure payout. Instead she received 
£75,000 - half of her salary as chief 
executive. 

While giving evidence during the 
case, Ms Gibb claimed her former 
employer had used her as a “scape¬ 
goat”. 

She also said the Healthcare 
Commission report, which was 
published just days after she 
resigned, and revealed poor 
hygiene, infection control methods 
and ineffective leadership, was “full 
of inaccuracies, innuendo and 
unfounded criticisms”. 

The trust argued that to pay her 
the full compensation would be 
“irrational and generous in the cir¬ 
cumstances”, and welcomed the 
High Court’s ruling to refuse the 
pay-out and for Ms Gibb to pay 
costs, which for the trust alone 
were expected to be £90,000. 


E.col i farm tot is 
is home but twin 
still in hospital 


ONE of the twin boys who suffered 
kidney failure after contracting E.coli 
has returned home, while his brother 
remains in hospital. 

Two-year-old Todd Fumell arrived 
back at the family home in Paddock 
Wood on Thursday, after undergoing 
dialysis to treat the infection he and 
his brother contracted after a visit to 
an animal petting centre at Godstone 
Farm, Surrey. 

His brother, Aaron, remains on dial¬ 
ysis at St Thomas’ Hospital, London. 

Their mother, Tracy Mock, told the 
BBC her partner had taken Todd 
home while she stayed with Aaron. 

She said: “Todd’s going home, which 
I’m really pleased about. He’s doing 
really well. 

“Unfortunately, Aaron has to stay 
in. He’s still on dialysis.” 

According to the BBC the number 
of E.coli cases linked to Godstone 
Farm has risen to 79. 

The petting farm was closed on 


Saturday September 12, more than 
two weeks after the first outbreak of 
E.coli was detected and 12 days after 
Miss Mock took her family there, on 
August 31. 

Latest tests from the Veterinary 
Laboratories Agency (VLA) have 
revealed that the 0157 infection was 
present in 33 samples out of 102 
taken from the farm’s ewes, lambs, 
goats, ponies, pigs, goats and cattle. 

The twins’ mother has criticised the 
Health Protection Agency (HPA) for 
not closing the petting farm as soon 
as the first case was reported. 

She said: “I’m so angry. They should 
have closed it down as soon as they 
realised what was wrong. 

“Instead they have turned my fam¬ 
ily’s life into a living nightmare. They 
have played a lottery with my chil¬ 
dren’s health.” 

A total of five farms in England 
have been closed since the initial out¬ 
break.

A TEENAGER has pleaded guilty to 
sexually assaulting two 12-year-old girls in 
a swimming pool in Maidstone. 

A hearing at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday last week heard that the 17-year-old 
offender, who is from Afghanistan, admitted 
touching the two girls while they were 
swimming at Mote Park Leisure Centre in 
May this year. 

The teenager, who cannot be named due 
to his age, is awaiting sentencing and could 
face deportation if ruled by the court.

MAIDSTONE Ambulance Station 
is facing closure if a bid to build 
one depot to serve the whole of 
Kent goes ahead. 

South East Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust has confirmed it is in early stages of 
plans to roll out its award-winning Make 
Ready initiative across the whole of its region. 

If given the green light, the scheme could 
see a main depot built at Paddock Wood, 
with ambulance stations in Maidstone, 
Cranbrook, Tunbridge Wells, Tonbridge and 
Sevenoaks being shut. 

Downscaled 

A spokesman for the ambulance service 
said some of these stations may become 
response posts, but he said it is too early in 
the planning process to name which stations 
will close or be downscaled. 

He stressed that no services would be lost. 

The South East trust already operates two 
Make Ready depots in Chertsey, Surrey, and 
in Hastings, East Sussex. 

It claims the new single major depot for 
Kent would enhance and improve its service 
by minimising the risk of cross-infection and 
by freeing up frontline crews who tradition¬ 
ally clean and re-stock ambulances. 

The new scheme promises to ensure vehi¬ 
cles are regularly deep-cleaned, restocked 
and checked for mechanical faults.

A BULGARIAN woman is facing deporta¬ 
tion after being jailed for stealing a purse 
in a town centre shopping mall. 

Stefka Petrova, 38, of Tottenham, north 
London, was caught stealing from a hand¬ 
bag by a shopper in Bon Marche, in The 
Mall Chequers, on Saturday, August 29. 

She appeared in court on August 31 and 
pleaded guilty to theft. 

Petrova was sentenced to 84 days in 
prison after a brief hearing at Maidstone 
Magistrates Court on Monday last week. 

The court also recommended she be 
deported at the end of her jail term. 

Petrova was caught after the owner of 


the purse was alerted and grabbed her 
arm to stop her escaping. 

The thief managed to break free and 
used the fire escape to avoid police and 
changed her outer clothing to fool officers,, 
but she was captured on CCTV cameras 
leaving the shopping centre. 

PC Fiona Brice said: “Following a num¬ 
ber of purse thefts in the town centre, we 
were pleased that we could bring this 
offender to justice. 

“Hopefully this will send a message that 
pick-pocketing will not be tolerated. 

“I would advise to shoppers to please be 
aware of their possessions.” 



Family win compensation 

A FAMILY offered just a free meal after their 
daughter suffered a near-fatal electric shock 
at a hotel in Kenya have won a four-year bat¬ 
tle for compensation. 

Alexandra Miles, from Maidstone, was 11 
when she suffered the 240-volt shock from a 
shower at the KilifL Bay Resort. 

According to a national newspaper the inci¬ 
dent on Christmas Day 2005 left her with 
severe trauma to the heart and partially 
paralysed. 

The four-star hotel offered the family a free 
meal and a bottle of wine, but its staff later 
demanded payment for the dinner. 

The family have been awarded £52,000. 

The ambulance was allegedly so filthy and 
ill-equipped that the crew had to use the 
stopwatch on Alexandra’s mother’s mobile 
phone to check her pulse.

Q How did you become involved in Channel 4's series How 
the Other Half Live? 

A Since I was named entrepreneur of the year 
by Ernst and Young in 2007,1 have had var¬ 
ious television channels calling me to tiy and get 
me to do different shows, but when Channel 4 
called and told me about this one it was really 
something I could associate with and wanted to 
be involved in. I know what it’s like to have 
money troubles and grow up on a council estate 
so when they said about the show, I knew it was 
something I could get stuck in to. 

Q Your family was paired up with the Cuthberts as a 
potential family to sponsor, what was it about them that 
stood out to you? 

A A One of the main things that I liked about 
the Cuthbert family was how they worked 
in their family circle, plus they were facing 
eviction when I first met them and I wanted to 
do something to help. I could relate to them as 
I remember when I was growing up in south 
London, I used to have to hide behind the sofa 
with my mum from the debt collectors and 
rent man, so I know what it’s like to be in that 
position. I also saw a lot of myself in young 
Sam, (aged 11) who has a paper round at an 
early age, like I did, and is a bit of an artful 
dodger type character. 

A You gave the Cuthbert family more than £4,000, a new 
Wife in the countryside, and offered to pay for Jimmy and 
Toni's wedding, as well as giving Jimmy a job at one of your 


caravan parks - did you ever expect that you would help to 
that extent? 

A I wasn’t too sure what to expect, but with¬ 
out sounding condescending to the other 
episodes in the series, I didn’t want to give the 
family a new plasma television or laptop, I 
wanted to help them get somewhere and get 
them to sign up for a change. They showed me 
that they wanted to change and get out of 
London, so I gave them a helping hand. 

Q How would you say your help has changed the Cuthbert 
family? 

A They are doing really well in their new life 
and Jimmy loves his new job as a security 
warden at one of my caravan parks in 
Felixstowe. Sam is still the same and has start¬ 
ed his own business at the caravan park, offer¬ 
ing to walk dogs. He is a character and I think 
he has a good future ahead of him, he’s a hard 
worker. They still have money worries but don’t 
we all, but they know I’m here if they need any 
advice. As for the wedding, we have offered to 
have it at the Hop Farm in February next year 
and I’m planning on a making it a big event.

A We still keep in touch and they have my 
number. I wouldn’t say we are best mates 
but we have expanded our circle of friends and 
they are lovely people, let’s just say they are on 
our Christmas list now. 


A My wife Julie and I know that kind of life 
so we weren’t too phased when we went to 
visit them in north London. To be honest, it 
went straight over my daughter Masie’s head, 
who is eight, but Rosie, who is 11, went very 
quiet and was quite shocked. I’m glad that 
they got to see that way of life so they can 
appreciate what they have and realise you 
have to work for it. My saying has always 
been you shouldn’t be embarrassed of where 
your roots are or if you asked for help, 
like I did, and be proud of where you have 
come from.

What reactions have you had from other people? 


A We have received some really lovely and 
positive comments, especially from people 
on the Channel 4 website. A lot of people have 
left things on the site which are really heart¬ 
warming.

Would you do anything like this again? 


A I really enjoyed it and I think the whole 
family did, so I would do it again, definite¬ 
ly. I wanted to do it as the situation was some¬ 
thing I could relate to and it was just a nice 
thing to do.

Former addict has turned his life around and is helping others trapped by drugs 

If I can keep one person out 
of prison, it will be worth if 


Drug addiction's link to crimes committed to pay for the 
habit is well known. Darren Dilloway has served time in 
prison for drug offences but now works with the police and 
drug agencies to help people trapped by addiction. As part 
of our A Safer Kent campaign, taking a behind the scenes 
look at the work of Kent Police, TOM BETTS meets a man 
who has been on both sides of the system 



TURNING your life around when 
you are fighting a £100-a-day drug 
habit is no easy task, but Darren 
Dilloway is living proof that it can 
be done. 

At the peak of his addiction, Darren was liv¬ 
ing in a nightmare, flitting between prison and 
hostels, with a spate of convictions, heroin 
overdoses and near-death experiences under 
his belt. 

He was losing the battle and thinks would be 
dead by now if he hadn’t finally decided to try 
and escape and salvage something from life. 

He said: “At one point I would honestly 
rather have been in prison than free. You get 
three meals a day, have no bills to pay and are 
looked after in way.” 

Darren, 34, grew up in the Medway towns of 
Gillingham and Chatham and found himself 
in trouble with the police in his early teens. 

He dabbled with drugs such as cannabis, 
ecstasy, cocaine and LSD, before an addiction 
to speed got the better of him and he started 
stealing to pay for his habit. 


Skipping school, unemployment, hanging 
around aimlessly and car crime became the 
norm and he soon found himself inside, where 
he first took heroin. 

“Many people start to do it when they go 
inside as a ‘bird-killer’, to pass the time quick¬ 
er, and when I got out I realised I was addict¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Years of addiction followed, with crack join¬ 
ing heroin on his daily wish list. 

He said: “All that interested me each day 
was getting money to buy drugs, taking drugs 
and everything that went with it. I knew the 
risks but still I’d have tried anything. I was 
stuck in a vicious circle.” 

Talking about his crimes, he said: “The worst 
thing I’ve done is street robberies and burgla¬ 
ries. 

“At one point I wouldn’t think anything of 
breaking into four or five houses a day at the 
peak of my addiction. It didn’t occur to me that 
there were victims, you don’t really think like 
that.” 

However, after he last came out of prison, for 
a garage robbery, Darren decided he had to 
make a change.

He said: “It had got to the point where I was 
sick of it. I decided I could beat it but even now 
it’s an ongoing thing. I know that I could walk 
out of here and have the drugs I wanted in my 


hand in an hour, it’s that easy. I have to take 
each day as it comes.” 

Making the break with his old life and many 
old friends and acquaintances was part of the 
process. “I have had to take myself away from 
my old life, and isolate myself from a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Darren has been clean for 18 months and 
has carved himself a new life. He has success¬ 
fully completed a rehabilitation requirement 
and day programme and is facing the future 
with a renewed sense of hope. 

Now he is volunteering and helping others 
with their drug problems and has managed to 
get himself a flat in Gillingham to start a new 
life. 

Support 

Eventually he hopes to get a job as a drug 
support worker, helping young people under¬ 
stand what a life as a drug addict can be like. 

He said: “I want my story to be out there as 
it can show people they can turn their lives 
around. 

“It’s hard and you have to be ready and sta¬ 
ble in life, but it is possible. If I can keep one 
person out of prison it will have been worth it.” 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, who 
is in charge of the Medway area for Kent 
Police, arrested Darren when he was causing 
trouble and has seen him start to turn his life 
around. 

“I am delighted Darren is helping stop oth¬ 
ers turning to crime,” said Chief Supt 
Corbishley. 

“He can talk to offenders and potential 
offenders in language they understand, and 
get across the message that crime really does 
not pay.”

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SmartWater will trap flytippers

KENT has become the first county 
in the UK to use a hi-tech forensic 
marker spray to catch and deter 
flytippers. 

SmartWater is a permanent and invisible 
marking tool that is mainly used to protect 
property, but Clean Kent has now become the 
first agency to use the tool in this innovative 
way. 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
project led by Kent County Council in partner¬ 
ship with district and borough councils, Kent 
Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, the Highways 
Agency and the Environmental Agency 

With help from former BBC TV Watchdog 
presenter Nicky Campbell, who now presents 
the breakfast show on Radio 5, the agencies 
demonstrated at Maidstone Studios how 
SmartWater will play a crucial part in the 
ongoing campaign to crack down on flytipping 
in Kent. 

Residents will be able to spray SmartWater 
on household waste before it is disposed of. If 
it is then found illegally dumped, officers can 
detect SmartWater using ultraviolet light and 
trace it back to the trader responsible. 

The invisible coding spray will remain on 
any object permanently, even if it is burnt, 
making it possible to trace the waste back to 


flytippers trying to cover their tracks. 

Clean Kent co-ordinator at KCC, Melanie 
Price, said: “SmartWater has been used 
throughout the country, and globally, to mark 
property, but we have been innovative enough 
to come up with this unique way of using it to 
deter flytipping. 


“Because it is invisible there is no way a 
trader could know if they are dumping 
unmarked waste illegally or marked waste. 
We are hoping the risk will deter them and 
reduce flytipping in Kent.” 

SmartWater chief executive Phil Cleary, 
whose brother invented the product, said: “The

use of SmartWater will help reinforce the mes¬ 
sage to criminals that Kent is now a no-go 
zone for flytippers. Through SmartWater, 
Clean Kent will have the technology to pursue 
convictions and will actively do so. 

“SmartWater maintains a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as evidence in court, 
which will send a strong message to anyone 
considering flytipping.” 

The scheme is being piloted in the Swale and 
Sevenoaks areas first, before it is rolled out to 
the rest of Kent. 

People found guilty of fly-tipping can face 
prison sentences of up to five years or a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £50,000. 


PAT CRAWFORD gives wildlife gardening advice from 
Hadlow College in her exclusive column for Yourmaidstone 

THE barbecue summer we were promised never materi¬ 
alised, but we have been enjoying an Indian summer. 

We are coming up to an excellent time to plant a useful bulb 
vegetable: garlic. A member of the onion family, garlic (Allium 
sativum) prefers a light soil with a pH of about six to seven. 

Plant the cloves sufficiently deep to just cover them. Allow 
something like six inches between cloves, double that 
between rows. If the weather does continue warm and dry, 
water the plot gently. The garlic will be ready to harvest when

the leaves start to turn yellow. Lift the bulbs carefully and 
spread them in a sunny position to dry out. It’s important not 
to allow the bulbs to get wet, so a greenhouse or other under¬ 
cover position is ideal. Garlic can be stored for months in cool 
(but frost-free) garages and sheds. In recent years garlic has 


made a comeback in British kitchens. It is sometimes per¬ 
ceived as a ‘modem’ ingredient, but in fact was grown from at 
least 3000 BC. The ancient Egyptians attached ceremonial 
significance to it, and the Greeks and Romans believed it to 
have magical powers. 

It is better to buy bulbs from a nursery or garden centre, 
although those bought from a greengrocer may shoot and 
grow. Garlic features in natural remedies and is said to be 
effective in the treatment of skin complaints. It is considered 
especially beneficial for reducing high cholesterol.

SPORTS legend Sir Roger 
Bannister has officially opened a 
new running track in Sutton 
Valence. 

Sir Roger is regarded as one of Britain’s 
greatest ever athletes and in 1954 became the 
first man to run a mile in under four minutes. 

The feat was thought to be impossible at the 
time and although his record was beaten soon 
after, Sir Roger’s achievement is one of the 
most famous in athletics history. 

The 75-year-old opened the new eight-lane 
floodlit track at Sutton Valence School on 
Tuesday, last week. 

He was given the honour of firing a starting 
pistol before four budding athletes christened 
the track with a mile-long relay race. 

The four lucky youngsters were Martin 
Brockman and Natalie Gray, from Medway 
and Maidstone Athletics Club, and Sutton 
Valence School pupils Emma Baxter and 
Simon Goldsworthy, who completed a lap each 
to finish the mile in four minutes 19 seconds. 

Sir Roger also unveiled a plaque bearing the 
date of the track’s opening and gave a speech 
to the crowd of guests, pupils and staff. 

Among them were Mayor of Maidstone Peter 
Parvin; borough council leader Chris Garland; 
the council’s cabinet member for leisure and 
culture Brian Moss; Deputy Lord Lieutenant 
of Kent Bill Cockroft; and shadow sports and 
Olympics minister, and MP for Faversham 


and Mid Kent, Hugh Robertson. 

Sir Roger told guests how he gained his 
inspiration from one of Britain’s greatest-ever 
middle distance runners Sidney Wooderson - 
who is an old Suttonian. 

He said: “He became my hero. He was mod¬ 
est and unassuming, but a great club runner. 

“Sport is common to us all. We should love it 
and take a pride in it. Now, with the London 
2012 Olympics on the horizon, what an oppor¬ 
tunity we have.” 

Headteacher Bruce Grindlay said: “This is a 
facility which will serve our school and the 
community, sharing and enhancing both state 
and independent school traditions. It will 
breathe new life and purpose into this part of 


the school, allowing young people to benefit 
from it, to learn from it and to excel on it.” 

The track at Sutton Valence has been partly 
funded by the school, Maidstone council and 
Medway and Maidstone Athletics Club at a 
cost of £800,000. 

It is one of the finest in the county and has 
been earmarked as a training venue for teams 
preparing for the 2012 Olympics. 

Building work started in March and the 
track is on schedule to be completed next 
month. 

Once open, the facility will host competitions 
and be open to athletics club members five 
days a week. Training sessions for the public 
will also be held at the track.

Surely cyclists are the worst 
example of green arrogance 


THE cyclist may just be the best 
example yet of that self-righteous 
arrogance that has spoiled Britain 
over the past 20 years. 

I tended to believe that the militant anti¬ 
smoker represented all that was worst about 
this country. 

And be clear here, I mean the irritating, 
supercilious ANTI-smoker as opposed to the 
far less dangerous NON-smoker, who accepts 
that people have different ways to live their 
lives and that compromise is one of the best 
attributes a person can possess. 

That holier-than-thou mentality runs so 
deep in these people that I have discovered 
over the years that the ANTI-smoker normal¬ 
ly has a string of other unreasonable intoler¬ 
ances that mean he, or she, is not a person 
with whom I will choose to spend my free time. 

They represent the worst of PC Britain and 
those people like fundamental Christians 
(well fundamental anyone really) who simply 


believe they are right because it’s too difficult 
to reconsider or admit you’re wrong (anyone 
who took huge, spiteful delight in the law 
against smoking in public places). 

But the militant bicyclist has come up on the 
outside and is now proving to be the most dan¬ 
gerous green Nazi in existence. 

We have spent millions of pounds in local 
taxes and Lotto grants to build them a net¬ 
work of cycle paths across our fair isle.

When cyclists start paying road tax (or VED 
for the picky) and have to pay insurance, then 
they deserve a voice, until then, ignore them 
and tell them to use the cycle lanes we have 
built for them.

The humble origin of a 
highly evolved career

PAUL Bettany has been wowing 
theatre-goers and independent 
movie fans for years, but it took his 
buttock-baring turn as Chaucer in 
A Knight’s Tale for Hollywood big¬ 
wigs to sit up and take notice. 

He now cites roles in The Da Vinci Code and 
Oscar-winning movies A Beautiful Mind, 
where he met his wife Jennifer Connelly, and 
Master And Commander among his impres¬ 
sive resume. But his latest role has proved his 
most daunting yet. 

In Creation, Bettany plays the revolutionary 
scientist Charles Darwin, author of arguably 
the most explosive book in history, On the 
Origin of Species. 

Published 150 years ago, the book was a cul¬ 
mination of more than 20 years of research 
inspired by his travels as a young man. 

In the work, he revealed a scientific explana¬ 
tion for the diversity of species, including the 
evolution of man, and forever changed the way 
we view our place in the world. 

Creation is based upon Annie’s Box, a book 
written by Darwin’s great-great grandson, 
Randal Keynes. 

In it, we see Darwin as a young and vibrant 
family man - albeit one whose mental and 
physical health gradually buckles under the 
weight of guilt and grief for a lost child, his 
beloved ten-year-old daughter, Annie. 

A man tom between his love for his deeply 
religious wife and his own growing belief in a 
world where God has no place, Darwin even 
wrote that by effectively Tailing’ God he felt 
like he was “confessing a murder”. 

So there’s much to talk about as I prepare to 
interview the 38-year-old actor. Opening a

door, I step into a grand but dimly-lit room. 
There is shelf upon shelf of books but no sign 
of Mr Bettany, so I take a seat and only then 
do I notice the soles of two feet hanging off the 
end of a line of chairs. 

“Um... Paul,” the PR says gently and a rather 
tired looking Bettany pops his head up. 

It turns out Bettany is feeling rather poorly 
but, ever the professional, he takes his seat 
under the spotlight and ploughs on. 


His blue eyes may look slightly glassy but 
even in this exhausted state, Bettany still 
makes a striking figure. Tall and slim, his hair 
shaved for a film role but it only maximises his 
razor-sharp cheekbones. 

“Darwin’s a bit of a hero of mine. I think he 
was an extraordinarily brave human being,” 
he says in quiet but well-spoken words. “I like 
the idea of a person who is a social conserva¬ 
tive having this revolutionary idea.” 

He felt particularly close to his character 
while filming at Darwin’s actual home, Down 
House in Kent: “It was beautiful. I am not par¬ 
ticularly sentimental but I was really moved. I 
found it extraordinary to walk that walk 
where a great deal of his thinking was done. 
You felt a bit like a ghost for a second.”

STUNNING VIEW: From the sprawl of the city to countryside explorations, there's lots to keep you busy in Seattle

SEATTLE, it is said, is a city where 
salmon swim upstream in the mid¬ 
dle of town and bald eagles share 
the sky with aeroplanes. 

Our whistle-stop tour of the entire state 
began in the city, whose defining landmark - 
despite the tourist information pack’s vision of 
spawning fish and rare birds of prey - is prob¬ 
ably the Space Needle building, which dwarfs 
all that it surrounds. 

However, it’s the 100-year-old Pike Place 
Market, a bustling food centre near the city’s 
harbour, that gives the region its lifeblood. 

Bustling food stalls are often the most photo¬ 
genic of settings, but this one is an assault on 
the senses, with vivid colours, eardrum-burst¬ 
ing shrieks from market traders and smells 
that linger across the city. From elite restau¬ 
rants frequented by Hollywood star Robin 
Williams to market stalls lined with bargains, 
it is a veritable feast for even the most 
demanding foodie. 

Even when you leave the city, you needn’t 
look far for your next bite. Surrounded by a 
fishing harbour and vast fertile countryside 
within an hour’s drive, it is not hard to see how 
Pike Place became a success. 

Located in the Pacific Northwest, Seattle is 
surrounded on all sides by the windswept 
waters of Puget Sound. 

Touring could not be easier, with boat cruis¬ 
es, open-top buses and monorails among the 
options. A favourite, if somewhat indulgent, 
choice is a short sightseeing flight with 
Kenmore Air (www.kenmoreair.com). 

The trip takes you across the surprisingly 
Metropolis-like city towards the sprawling 
millionaire waterfront pads, including Bill 
Gates’ extravagant home. 


And tourists who can tear themselves away 
from the city are also in for a pleasant sur¬ 
prise. Washington State, blessed with spectac¬ 
ular natural assets, has added to its lure by 
offering an enticing combination of fine local 
wine and produce. 

We travelled to the town of Spokane on a 
short internal flight and stayed in the welcom¬ 
ing boutique setting of Hotel Lusso. After an 
artery-busting breakfast on a train carriage at 
Frank’s Diner, our escape to the countryside 
was welcome. 

Talk to anyone in rural Washington, and 
they are likely to bend your ear about wine. 

The region struggles to compete commercial¬ 
ly with California, but locals are tremendous¬ 
ly proud of their vineyards, which have nearly 


doubled in size in the past five years. 

Tasting trips can take you to Richland and 
Walla Walla, where you will drink more than 
enough to make you an overnight connoisseur. 

After the fine wines and fresh local produce, 
including spectacular cheeses, you will be 
more than ready for a little exercise. 

Our solution was to take to the water in 
kayaks. The instructor from Spokane’s Parks 
and Recreation (tel: +001 509 625 6200) who 
guided us through the idyllic Little Spokane 
River, was as calm as the tranquil waters we 
followed downstream. 

With the sun beating down on us, we barely 
realised we had passed an entire afternoon as 
we paddled our way through the region’s rich, 
lush grassland.

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Still the nation of gazumpers 



BAD NEWS DAY: Research shows that one in five of us are happy to shatter the dreams of other home-buyers

A STUDY has found that gazump¬ 
ing continues to be a significant 
issue in the UK property market. 

Despite the slow sales that have been such a 
feature of the property downturn, more than 
one person in 10 who responded to a question 
about sales being hijacked at the last minute 
said they had been a victim of such actions. 

And more than one in five said that if the 
opportunity arose for them to pursue a last- 
minute sale at the expense of another pur¬ 
chaser, they would do so without taking 
anyone else’s feelings into consideration. 

Gazumping happens when someone makes 
an offer on a property that is agreed to, only for 
someone to come in at the last minute and 
make the purchase with a higher offer. 

It works because any agreement between 
buyer and seller is not recognised in law until 
a contract has been signed. 

It is the period between when an offer is 
made and when a contract is signed that cre¬ 
ates room for gazumping, with the original 
buyer losing out if they will not beat the later 
offer. 

The figures mean home-buyers could be 
forking out up to £290 million annually in 
pointless surveys, searches and lawyers’ fees 
when they are gazumped at the last hurdle, 
according to a new study from leading inde¬ 
pendent personal finance website Fool.co.uk. 


From a survey of 2,000 of its readers, 
Fool.co.uk - which was looking at malpractice 
within the industry - found that 12 per cent 
had been gazumped over the past year. 

More startlingly, 22 per cent revealed they 


would attempt to gazump a sale if they could, 
and the property were desirable enough, with 
11 per cent describing it as a “necessary evil”. 

Gazumping is especially a problem for first¬ 
time buyers, who are unlikely to have the 


available capital to match a gazumping bid, 
especially when more than 10 per cent of the 
UK property market is now powered by buy- 
to-let operations with deeper pockets. 

According to Alison Hunt at Fool.co.uk, there 
are some basic steps that a buyer can attempt 
to make to prevent gazumping: 

1. Insist the property is removed from the 
market. 

2. Sell your property before buying another. 

3. Exchange contracts as quickly as possible. 

4. Maintain a good relationship with the 
seller. 

5. Work with agents on an exclusive basis. 

In the meantime, buyers are warned to be 

aware of the risk of being gazumped, though 
as house prices stall, and sales volume stalls, 
property-buyers may be increasingly less like¬ 
ly to suffer from being gazumped. 

David Kuo, head of personal finance at 
Fool.co.uk, said: “For many people, the pur¬ 
chase of a house will probably be the biggest 
single acquisition they will ever make. 

“It can take months of searching to find the 
ideal home and anything that dashes the 
dream can be emotionally draining, especially 
if it is the result of being gazumped. 

“But it’s not only emotions that get hurt 
when you are gazumped - finances can take a 
battering, too. 

“Consequently, it is important to minimise 
the chances of being gazumped, though it is 
not possible to eliminate the risk completely. 

“It is sometimes said that gazumping is the 
price we pay for free-market competition.”

Confidence grows as 
investors back property 

ALMOST half of UK consumers believe 
that buying property is the best way to 
invest money. 

In a study by Scottish Widows, 48 per cent 
of those polled said investing in property 
was the best way to maximise returns on 
hard-earned cash. 


This figure is a significant increase on 12 
months ago, when just 28 per cent of those 
surveyed cited property as the best choice of 
investment. 

Commenting on the results, Jason Butler 
of Bloomsbury Financial Planning said 
investors should avoid “backing one horse”, 
adding that there was no such thing as a 
“best investment”. 

He acknowledged that many investors 
“want to invest in [property] over and above 
other investments”. 

However, he warned that investors look¬ 
ing to build their property portfolio should 
proceed with caution because the property 
market fluctuated depending on the bor¬ 
rowing options available. 


FIRST-TIME buyers will be happy to learn 
that mortgage-lenders are now asking for 
lower deposits. 

According to Mortgageforce, the average 
deposit required in August was 21.25 per cent 

- down from 25 per cent the previous month. 
The move is regarded as a sign that confi¬ 
dence is returning after months of gloom. 

Katie Tucker, Mortgageforce technical man¬ 
ager, said: “More generous deals are available 

- the ongoing stability of house prices reduces 
the risk of negative equity and repossessions 
that lenders are keen to avoid, so we should 
see more accommodating terms.” 


However, Ms Tucker also advises borrowers 
to be clear about the difference between ‘dis¬ 
count’ and ‘tracker’ loans, explaining that 
discount rates do not follow the base rate. 

They are instead linked to bank and build¬ 
ing society standard variable rates, which can 
be changed at the lender’s whim. 

In related news, prospective buyers should 
be aware that from January next year, stamp 
duty will be reintroduced on properties over 
£125,000. 

This time last year, the Government opted to 
increase the stamp duty threshold from 
£125,000 to £175,000.

LAND Rover has confirmed it will press 
the production button on its exciting 
LRX concept (pictured) - it goes on sale 
in 2011. 

Billed as the “smallest, lightest and 
most efficient vehicle” LR has ever pro¬ 
duced, it will slot in below the current 
Freelander and is tipped to offer greener 
technologies including a hybrid power- 
train option. It will also guarantee the 
future of the newly-formed Jaguar Land 
Rover group’s production plant at 
Halewood, Merseyside.

PEUGEOT is not only readying a diesel- 
electric hybrid for sale, but also pitching 
the idea that hybrids can be fun.

when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 

As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but averaging nearly 50mpg is not unreason¬ 
able unless you exploit the engine’s low-mid 
range punch and amazing poise for such a big 
car (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds); balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. It will hustle along 
country lanes making about as much fuss as it 
does when quietly cruising motorways. 

The cabin is spacious and typically well- 
arranged, if clinical, and now features a more 
user-friendly sounds/navigation/technology 
interface than on launch models. 

Leather is a £1,340 ‘must have’ extra to an 
otherwise attractive £27,430 price for an entry 
level 5-Series that is a long way from petrol 518i 
‘poverty spec’ models of past generations, when 
snobby company car users would ask for the boot 
badge to be deleted from their order - ‘520d’, 
on the other hand, may be worn with pride. 


FOR years, the BMW 5-Series held 
pride of place in the management 
suite. But a new recruit with a famil¬ 
iar name has upset the seating plan. 

This upstart is Jaguar’s stunning new XF 
and, all of a sudden, even the big selling BMW 
520d - the number one aspirational manager’s 
motor, which outsells all other 5-Series models 
put together - looks like history... Or does it? 

Launched in 2003, current 5-Series styling 
remains controversial and, while this has 
helped maintain freshness, previews of a 
looming replacement suggest a comeback for 
BMW conservatism.

Club hope to build 
on track opening 

MEDWAY & Maidstone Athletic Club 
chairman Paul Alcock expects member¬ 
ship figures to double following the open¬ 
ing of their brand new athletics track at 
Sutton Valence School. 

After three years of planning, 
Maidstone’s first athletics track for 25 
years was opened last week by Sir Roger 
Bannister, the first man to run a sub 
four-minute mile. 

The track, partly funded by Sutton 
Valence School, Maidstone council and 
Medway & Maidstone Athletic Club, will 
be open for use for the club’s 350 mem¬ 
bers five-times-a-week. 

Alcock, who has been influential in the 
track project, is looking forward to the 
impact it will have on the club and ath¬ 
letics in the Maidstone area. 

He told Yourmaidstone: ‘We have been 
losing a lot of athletes to other clubs and 
we have been losing them because they 
don’t know how good they are. Now we 
have a got a track on their doorstop we 
will be able to tell them how good they 
are and hopefully they can progress to 
better things.” 

The club are yet to release any fixtures 
at the new track, but Alcock revealed the 
venue could potentially host the Kent 
County Championships next year. 

Bannister, who competed at the 1952 
Olympics, also believes the venue will 
enhance the chances of the county pro¬ 
ducing a future Olympian. 

He said: ‘You can never predict who 
will come through in athletics. I only 
wish we had these kind of facilities years 
ago when I was still running.”

Coles hopes to leam from his 
baptism of fire in Kent debut

MATT Coles admits going for a 
hundred runs on his championship 
debut was not the ideal start to his 
First-Class career. 

The Kent youngster, from Maidstone, was 
thrown in for his first County Championship 
game against Gloucestershire at Bristol, where 
he came up against New Zealand internation¬ 
als Hamish Marshall and James Franklin in 
good form. 

The 18-year-old was expensive when asked to 
bowl by skipper Rob Key, going for 130 runs 
from his 17 overs, but he did claim his first two 
wickets in the process when Chris Taylor and 
Anthony Ireland were sent back to the pavilion. 


The former Maplesden Noakes schoolboy, 
who is in his last year on the Kent Academy, 
said it was a special moment making his cham¬ 
pionship debut and one that will help further 
his career development. 

“It was a pretty tough start, but I thought I 
bowled reasonably well considering the pitch 
was so flat,” he told Yourmaidstone. “It has 
been a learning curve being whacked around 
and hopefully one that I will come back from a 
better bowler. 

“I was just trying to think about it as being 
just another game of cricket but with a name 
on your back if I’m honest. I know I am good 
enough to play at this level, I just need to back 
myself.” 

The young all-rounder was harshly dealt 
with in Kent’s innings defeat, conceding that 
he had bowled either two short or too full at 
times, but feels the experience of playing First- 
Class cricket has been of benefit. 

“On the pitch is the best way to leam how to 


do things and what you need to spend time 
working on,” he said. “I suppose it gives you the 
bigger picture, in terms of your game, rather 
than watching on the sidelines. Going into next 
year, I can spend the winter working on hitting 
the right length consistently, that’s something I 
worked out when facing Jon Lewis. He gave me 
nothing to hit.” 

Coles has already gained experience of play¬ 
ing in the first-team having featured in the 
Kent Spitfires’ Pro40 campaign this season 
and is one of several young players hoping to 
break into the side next season. That, combined 
with making his debut in competitive four-day 
cricket is likely to stand him in good stead, 
although being hit around the Bristol ground 
might make it one he forgets in a rush. 

“Amjad Khan and Simon Cook said to me 
afterwards that you are not a true champi¬ 
onship bowler until you have gone for a hun¬ 
dred runs,” he said. “I just didn’t expect that to 
come in my first game.”

IT WASN’T always pretty but

Walker, however, was unconcerned. “I 
thought Nicky Bames was probably our best 
player and Roland Edge worked so hard it was 
unbelievable. I don’t think anyone had a 
stinker, but some of them were mediocre.” 

The Stones will now travel to the winners of 
Tuesday night’s replay between Conference 
South side Woking and Kent League Hythe in 
the next round, after they drew 2-2 at 
Reachfields on Saturday.

Bulls falter after bright

MENTAL fragility proved Aylesford’s down¬ 
fall on Saturday, as they wasted territorial 
advantage, possession and a succession of 
opportunities against their Surrey rivals.

LIFE doesn’t get any easier for Maidstone 
in London 1 South, as despite producing 
some of their best rugby of the season so 
far, they slumped to another hefty defeat 
that leaves them bottom of the table.
